‘And the hoped for $2,000,000,- 
000 over-sudschiption, raising the 
total to $5,000,000,000, is expected 
by Saturday night, At the opening 
of business today Treasury Depart- 
ment figures showed $2,465,000,- 
000 worth of bonds had been sub. 
scribed. At least $1,000,000,000 
will be the total of today’s bom 
sales, treasury officials believe 
That will mean the oversubscrip- 
tion of the minimum figure set for 
the loan by $500,000,000, 

With the minimum of $°.000,- 
000,000 passed. Liberty Loan 
workers will renew their efforts 
during the last three days of the 
campaign for an oversubscription to 
the maximum figure of $5,000,000,- 
000.

MOST COMMON 
DISEASE IN 
THIS STATE 


Tuberculosi§ is the most common 
disease in men drafted for the new 
national army in California, accord- 
ing to the State Board of Health’s 
October bulletin, 

One thousand new cases of tuber- 
culosis, of which the State Board 
has no record, have turned 
over to the board since the examina- 
tion of men for the drafted army 
was started. The Bulletin says: 

If all civilians, irrespective 
of age, were to be examined, 
the number of cases of tubercu- 
Josis discovered would astound 
the average person, Neverthe- 
less, the prevalence of this dis_ 
ease is gradually being re- 
duced, 

What effect the war may 
have upon its prevalence none 
can state. One thing is cer- 
tain, however: every citizen 
should pay special heed lest 
the high cost of living deprive 
him of sufficient food of the 
proper sort. Most candidates 
for tuberculdsis are among 
the undernourished. 

The Health Board officials de- 
clare the examination of men for 
draft has brought out the fact that 
too large a proportion of men be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 31 are 
physically defective. They declare 
that if the men between 31 and 41 
were examined a still larger por- 
tion would be found physically de- 
fective.
